CONFIDENCE, SOON 
BE DISILLUSIONED 


Subjects Hopelessly in Dark, Being Dragged Deeper and Deeper Into 
Uncertainties of World War—Believe Sword Has Been Forced 
in Their Hand—Belgian Resistance Scarcely Considered. 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

London, Aug. 10,—When the history of this Armageddon is 
written, no matter what its outcome, the world will known that, so 
far as Germany was concerned it was a war of miscalculations. 

Germany has blundered in her preparatory stages and initial 
developments all along thc line. Her own people, will come to realize 
this before long, when they do so there will be wailing, and gnashing 
of teeth. 

At present they are hopelessly in the dark. Drunk with self 
confidence, they are being dragged deeper and deeper into the uncer- 
tainties of a world warin the belief that the sword has-been forced into 
the kaiser’s hand, 

France Thought Unready. 

Germany's miscalculations have been both political and military. 
They began with the cocksure supposition that the triple entente 
would not withstand the shock of war. France was held to be un- 
ready, Russia was looked upon as on the brink of a revolution both 
political and industrial, 

England was thought to be preoccupied with Ulster and dis- 
inclined under any circumstances to risk anything in a great con- 
tinental struggle not directly affecting her. Italy’s help was regarded 
as a foregone: conclusion, * 

The idea of the Belgian’s resistance to Germany’s temporary 
invasion, was hardly considered. That Belgium could offer military 
opposition worthy of Plevena never entered Berlin’s mind, American 
sympathy was absolutely counted upon, Its absence is the cruellest 
disappointment the kaiser’s government has so far suffered. 

Hour of Rude Awakening. 

Its miscalculations in regard {o England were perhaps the 
greatest of all, It scouted the idea of an English army, or the idea 
that a Kitchener might suddenly be placed in charge of it. The Ger- 
mans have been educated by their political professor to believe that 
a great European war which involved Great Britain meant the in- 
dependence of Canada, Australia and South Africa and revolutions 
in India and Egypt. The hour of rude awakening has set in, Great 
soldiers and statesmen warned that the war would produce surprises. 
They have begun with a vengeance.

Matter Will Be Considered at 
Meeting of Exchange Mem-

ONLY SURE METHOD To 
PREVENT WASH SALES 


If This is Not Adopted Oil Com- 
panies Will Withdraw Issues 
From Trading, 


The matter of establishing a clearing 
house jn connecllon with the People's 
Oil exchange will be taken up for dis- 
cussion at a special meeting of the 
members of- the exchange — tonight. 
This action has been brought about by 
glaring instances of “wash sales” ap- 
parently made with the purpose of fore- 
ing prices dqgvn and establish a fic- 
titously low market value on certain 
issues, The clearing house proposition 
will have the support of the great ma- 
jority of the members of the exchange 
and if adopted it will place the ex- 
change on a much higher plane and in 
a position which will invite and de- 
serve the confidence of the public to 
a greater extent than ever before, 

A meeting of the representatives of 
nearly all of the oil companies haying 
head offices in Edmonton was held this 
morning and it was decided that in 
event the clearing house proposition 
did not receive sufficient support at the 
meeting tonight to bring it about, the 
various companies would have the right 
to demand that their issue be with- 
drawn from the board on the exchange, 
This met with the full endorsement of 
Mr. McDonald, president of the Peo- 
ple’s Oil exchange, who stated to the 
representatives of the oil companies 
that he would willingly withdraw the 
stock of any company so requesting. 
This action on the part of the oil 
companies was deemed necessary by 
reason of the fact that several of the 
local issues have been hammered down 
quite recently by wash sales, regard- 
less of the value of the stock from any 
point of view. 

At the meeting of the brokers tonight, 
also, will be taken up the proposition 
of temporarily closing {he exchange 
pending improvement in the financial 
situation. It is understood that the 
majority of the brokers are in favor 
of such action. 

Concerning wash sales” there was 
considerable discussion at the meeting 
of the oj] companies this morning and 
a vigorous protest was voiced against 
such practice, 

Concerning Wash Sales. 

“Operated: as it is at the present 
time, with brokers being permitted to 
make “wash sales” said Eugene lelli- 
ler, managing Girector of the Reindeer 
Oil and Gas company and a member of 
the local stock exchange, “the Peoples’ 
Oil exchange is a menace, not only to 
the legitimate oil companies with 
whose stock they juggie in the pit, but 
to the general investing public. A 
most glaring instance of “wash sales” 
occurred at the session last night, 1 
did not go into the pit last night, but 
stood against the railing watching the 
proceedings.

CANADIANS WARNED 
NOT TO ASSIST IN 
ANY WAY GERMANY 


(Capital Leased Wire.) 

Ottawa, Aug. &—An extra of the 
Canada Gazette was issued this morn- 
ing containing a proclamation warning 
all Canadians and persons resident in 
the dominion that they must not, during 
the cyntinuance of the war, contribute 
to or participate in the floating of any 
loan raised on behalf of the German 
emperor or his officers, or in any way 
assist the German government, An- 
other proclamation warns Canadians 
that they must discontinue trade with 
Germany and setting forth that in 
future coal must not be sent to any 
country other than the United Kingdon 
British possessions, the United States, 
France and Russia, 

The export of a long list of articles 
to any countries other than Great Hri- 
tain is prohibited. Arms of all kinds, 
powder and explosives, projectiles, 
guns and military equipment, 
leum, saddles, draught and pack ani- 
mals, clothing and equipment of a 
military character, articles of military 
camp, equipment, harness, ete, 


DISSEMINATION OF 
FALSE WAR NEWS IS 
STRONGLY CONDEMNED 


London, Aug. 8,—Heated condem- 
nation was voiced in the house of com- 
mons today of the dissemination of 
false news concerning the war, such as 
that published in regard to an alleged 
vreat naval battle off the coast of 
Holland, 

“It was absolutely false” said Regin- 
ald McKenna, the home secretary, and 
he expressed the hope that the house 
would join him in the strongest: con- 
demnation of the publication of such 
reports. He continued: “I do not say 
it was wilfully done in this case, but 
it might be wilfully done in order to 
assist the circulation of a paper. 

“The publication of false news is a 
misdemeanor and now that a press has 
a constant stream of reliable news it 
is expected that no such news will be 
published except when furnished by 
the press bureau.”

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ALL EUROPE 
REPUBLICAN OR COSSACK 


Napoleon predicted that Europe would within one hun- 
dred years be all republican or all Cossack. No one believed 
his prediction at that time and fewhbelieve it today. But 
Bismarck, more than half a century later foresaw at least one 
side of the same possibility when he declared that: “It will be 
a critical time for Europe should Russia produce a strong 
Statesman who, in pursuing a given bold policy, would not 
shrink from sacrificing the lives of a hundred thousand or even 
of a million men.” 

Developing incidents show how nearly prophetic were 
these glances into the future by Europe’s greatest map man- 
glers, 

Russia has one hundred-million Slavs within her borders. 
Her war budget last year was $400,000,000. — Russia boasts 
that she can place fourteen million men in the field. Her 
soldiers are at one in race and religion with the Servians. To 
Russians this is a race and religious war. They have the 
religious frenzy which makes them formidable. — Russia’s 
mobilization has been undertaken with a dispatch which indi- 
cates that what opinions may have been formed out of the 
Russo-Jap war as to the unwieldiness of her army need some 
revising, Already she is throwing half a million men with 
seven hundred guns across the German frontier. The Cos- 
sack invasion which Napoleon and Bismarck foresaw is 
coming to pass. 

But between the Napoleon vision and the Bismarck 
nightmare there was this difference. Napoleon foresaw in a 
republican Europe the possibility of an alignment which might 
forestall or withhold the Cossack. Napoleon was a republican. 
The picture, in his mind, if it might be so expresséd, must have 
been a United States of Europe; a confederation of popular 
governments which would unite Europe so as to present a solid 
front. Bismarck was not a republican, but a monarchialist. 
The picture presented to his mind must have been of a Teu- 
tonic monarchy triumphant over Europe. This was his design 
and the attempt by the present Kaiser to carry it out is what 
is bringing the Cossack invasion of Europe. Should the out- 
come be a Cossack Europe it -will be because the German 
monarchy has stood teo long, a medieval barrier blocking 
modern progress and frustrating fulfilment of Napoleon’s 
dream of a republican Europe.

A SIGNIFICANT FEATURE 
OF THE WAR REPORTS 

In the reports of the battles coming to hand there is one 
feature which recurs and persists with remarkable consistency. 
That is the intimation that the German soldiers are not fight- 
ing with the vim which might have been expected to mark 
sr actions were their sympathies with the Kaiser and for 
is war, 

Germans taken prisoner at Liege declared that they were 
socialists and consequently had no heart for the war, 

This is as might have been expected. It is a matter of 
statistical record that, the Germans as a nation have not been 
in favor of the military preparations whieh have been thrust 
upon the country by the Kaiser’s autocratic government. 
Time and time again in the Reichstag socialist deputies, repre- 
senting a tremendous vote, have fought the military and naval 
appropriations, only to be over-ruled by the emperor, who 
holds the power. Now when they get into the war the 
socialists, finding themselves soldiers without their consent, 
see no reason for wasting their lives to secure a triumph which 
could have no other effect than to place the consummation of 
their desires farther away than ever, 

The emperor’s well-known antipathy toward the social- 
ists, with their rapidly-increasing vote, may have been an 
important factor in determining him in the belief that “Ger- 
many’s hour has struck.”” He may have foreseen the inevit- 
able overthrow of his dynasty through the spread of the 
socialist propaganda, and decided to take a chance on war. 
If the socialists refuse to fight for him the Kaiser will have to 
amend his statement by substituting ‘William’ for ‘Ger- 
hany.” : 
FOLLOWING THE PLANS 
OF HIS GRANDFATHER 

Kaiser William preludes his operations against France 
with an appeal to Great Britain to keep off, just as the gov- 
ernment of his grandfather did 44 years ago. He advances in 
three armies, one in the north, one in the south and one in 
the centre, as his grandfather did. ° He places at the head of 
the northern army his son, the crown prince, as his grand- 
father did. He has for his chief of staff Von Moltke, a son of 
the general who won his grandfather’s battles. Following 
the st¥le of fighting in vogue in 1870, he sends his German 
legions against Liege in close formation to be mowed down 
by automatic guns which have been invented since his grand- 
father died. 

In war, as in every other human activity, the man who 
fails to keep abreast of the times courts certain failure. The 
kaiser has gathered no knowledge from the 44 years which 
have elapsed since the Franco-Prussian war. He is living in 
the past, following the plans of his grandfather, attempting to 
adapt the methods of 1870 to 1914. By so doing, in his first 
engagement at Liege, he makes 120,000 Germans powerless 
against 40,000 Belgians. 

The kaiser’s finish is in plain sight.

Monday, Aug. 2, 1914. 

To wake in the early morning with 
the sunlight streaming through the car 
window, to turn over in my berth with 
a sort of perverse and hankering 
curiosity as to my mundane where- 
abouts and to look out upon a moving 
panorama of rock and trees and rush- 
ing turbid water flanked with a tower- 
ing battlement of grey cliff and snowy 
peaks was my first conscious entrance 
into the Yellowhead I'ass. 

A hurried totlet, a hurried gathering 
together of the various articles known 
to the masses as “luggage” and I dis- 
embarked at Jasper, the seat of the 
ruling authorities of the national park. 

Jasper is as yet a “place.” It will 
probably be a village some day, Here 
is the headquarters of the superintend- 
ent of the Jasper Park, a police bar- 
racks, the inevitable pool room, a 
couple of carry all emporiums where 
you can buy almost anything you do 
not need and nothing that you do, ex- 
cept perhaps a tin of tobacco, the divi- 
sional officers of the railway and a few 
rambling shacks and wind beaten tents, 

The situation, however, is ideal. In 
the valley of the Athabasca, a turbid 
muddy river tearing its way down the 
pass like a mad thing—between two 
ridges of grey, craggy mountains, the 
valley literally dotted with little lakes 
of turquoise blue ringed to the water's 
edge with the dark green of the pines, 
To the north and east the poak of Pyra- 
nid mountain, a decided red cliff, 
shows out In its setting of green and 
grey in a wonderful color effect. Far- 
ther to the west and just visible along 
the pass is the snow capped summit 
of Geiche one of the highest peaks of 
this section, a Little over 15,000 feet. 

Met Boston Friend 

On the station platform while vain- 
ly looking for some sign of a habita- 
tlon bearing the appellation of “hotel” 
I fell in with a fellow traveler who had 
just alighted and seemed engrossed in 
the same noble pursuit He is a 
traveler from Boston and is surely a 
rich fmd. The day with him has seem- 
ed a live one, 

But to return to the station platform; 
we were ultimately accosted by a 
lanky, tall Scandinavian, who seemed 
to have sensed our uttermost desires 
of the moment, and volunteered to put 
us up at his hotel. “‘Yust across the 
road,” 

He did. It 1s somo hotel. It con- 
sists of a shack “lean to” the dining 
room and kitchen, “leading to” a tent 
with building paper partitions and a 
perfect ventilation system comprised 
of a large nole in the roof. This is the 
sleeping quarters. But the beds are 
clean and the crud all that the heart, 
or {ts kindred organ, the stomach, of 
man could desire, 

After breakfast my new found friend 
and J started out to explore, 2 am 
impressed that the Inhabitants of Jas- 
per are the best misinformed people 
about their own affairs T have yet had 
the misfortune to encounter, Their 
directions as to a distinct point are 
about as devious and miscalculating ag 
the mountain trafl that after a great 
deal of unnecessary wanderings to and 
fro and goings up and down takes you 
there, ‘ 

Ware’s True Fish Story 

T wanted a place to fish, That was 
easy, The first man knew of a place 
about a mile away where another fel- 
low had told him that somebody also 
had heard tell of a sportsman that had 
landed a marvellous bag of the coveted 
beautles of the mountain lake.  Wée 
went, But the place was not there. We 
crossed the Athabasca and kept on fot 
about two miles. We met anothet 
man. He went one better, There was 
a lake about a mile and a half right 
along the trail where he himself in- 
Aividually and alone had landed several 
of unspeakable size. We went on, Tha 
lake was there but I'd like to bet about 
half the money that has been lost in 
oll speculation in the last six months 
that it didn’t hold a full grown bull 
frog. It was about two feet deep and 
as clear as crystal but a very pretty 
spot withal and as a slight detail of 
no special significance it may be re- 
marked right here was about fout 
miles from the starting polnt. 

We came back-—and In the words of 
the poet: “Oh! the coming o' it.’ Just 
try a nice five or six mile jaunt on a 
newly made road generously coated 
with coarse gravel, along a mountain 
side and envy for our little escapade 
will have no place in your delibera- 
tions, 

We did arrive finally and were fed, 
watered and partially washed. 

The afternoon was an improvement—- 
walking was tabooed. You can overdo 
a good thing. It was decidedly over- 
done. We drove—our guide and escort 
the affable host. But we were well 
repaid for the trip. Up along a low 
ridge crossing the banks of the Atha- 
lasca, through a green vista of pines 
and bushes and flowers of every hue 
dotting the sloping banks along the 
trall to Pyramid lake, an expanse of 
erystal clear water at the foot of Pyra- 
mid mountaln, an ideal camping spot 
and a very paradise for the lover of 
“the silent places.” 

We took possession of a flat bot- 
tomed boat and under the tutelage of 
our genial host again we rowed to 
the upper end of the lake and back. 
The ancient sea-going spirit of the 
Norseman is not dead. He handled the 
craft with a great deal of seamanship 
and perseverance—but particularly the 
latter—and-not to subdue or suppress 
such a noble aspiration on his part, 
we unselfishly and uncomplainingly let 
him «do ft. 

I sat in the stern and trolled but like 
the Apostles of old trotled all after- 
noon but caught nothing—nothing but 
a cantankerous snag or two and about 
the best quality of sunburn that I have 
yet encountered

well, when the sun 


gues down, the night comes on, as in & 


that, that is about all that happens. 
The moon is coming up over the crest 
of Gicke now and a star just poised 
above the peak of Pyramid looks like 
the signal Nght of a late wanderer, 
along its ragged crest. There is an old 
phenomena down the valley. The 
ridge of rocks facing the summit of 
one great wall are the features of an 
old man with a flowing beard, a most 
striking likeness to a human counten- 
ance, It is called the “old man in the 
mountain” and reminds one of the 
story of Hawthorne's “The Great Stone 
Face.” 

Candle light is an abomination in 
the sight of the would be tarrier— 
nothing else remains but to taste my 
first night's sleep in the brooding dark 
of the mountain valley and the airy 
chamber of my canvas home, Z 


Bath is Free 
August 4, 1914, 

There was a storm at sea, The sails 
were flapping into shreds. The decks 
were awash and all hands were at the 
pumps. Then I climbed, the slipping 
sides of a gorge about 2,000 feet high 
with the spray of a thundering water- 
fall in my face and with an extra dash 
of the chilly drops woke up with a 
start to hear my friend in the next 
Stall shout out into the night: “Say 
boss, I'm adrift." It was raining with 
that particular vehemence that char- 
acterizes the mountain storm and 
the wind was blowing a fairly well 
developed hurricane, The drops were 
coming through the canvas roof with a 
persevering regularity that betokened 
long experience. It was exhilarating 
but somewhat uncomfortable, How- 
ever, it passed away in the “wee sma'"” 
hours and I sank to sleep and more 
untroubled dreams again to awake 
finally in a clear, crisp, ozone changed 
morning, .ready for anything. 

Breakfast over; the quest of the un- 
known was on me and I determined 
fo try out a new fabulous fishing 
ground, It was a couple of miles dis- 
tant up the Athabasca on a crystal 
little stream that winds its way down 
between the overhanging pines to join 
the river and, where the beavers had 
walked up the little brook, a fairly deep 
pool glistened Hke silver in the morn- 
ing’s sun, And I was rewarded. No 
sooner had I cast the fly when a rain-

Deep Narrow Canyon 


Maligne Canyon Was our object point 
in the afternoon about seven miles 
from Jaspor down the Athabasca valley 
and toward the “old man of the moun- 
tain.” It was a beautiful drive past 
the chain of lakes that we visited yes- 
terday and up and up along a fresh 
cut trail till all at once we burst upon 
the turbulous beginnings of the Maligne 
river only to lose it where it plunges 
into an abyss of almost utter dark- 
ness, This is the canyon or gorge—a 
sight viewed from the precipitous sides 
that is truly wonderful. The stream 
has worn out a narrow passage way

Khan, “where darkling rivers run mid 
rayleas gloom through caverns 
measureless to man, dowpto a sunless 
sea.” <A little bridge spans the, gorge 
a short distance down where one may 
stand and watch the water rushing 
over a fall of about 30 feet in height, 
away beneath, with the spray dashing 
into your face from that far depth. No 
mere words of mine can adequately 
paint that picture. 

In the evening we met Colonel Rod- 
gers, the superintendent of the park, 
an affable gentleman and very oblix- 
ing and hospitable. ile was enthus- 
jastic over the possibilities of the new 
national playground and engrossed in 
its transformation from the wilderness 
{into a spot where tourists may see with 
ease and convenience its many 
beauty spots, It was while talking 
with the colonel before a blazing fire- 
place of pine logs that we also met 
“Curly” Phillips, the first man who in 
company with Dr. Mitchell scaled 
Mount Robson. The colonel enquifed 
of Curly, on his breezy entrance, if he 
had come tn to enlist for the war, and 
was greeted with the response, “Noth- 
ing doing.’ “Well, what if we draft 
you into the army?" said the colonel, 
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tance west of Jasper, looms up in the 
early morning sunlight a craggy pin- 
nacle of white, glacier covered, siopes. 
and beyond Mount Robson, the queen 
of the Canadian Rockies looms above 
on a bastion ef towering rock in iso- 
lated splendor. Yellowhead, the sum- 
mit of the pass, is about 3,700 feet 
above the sea level and marks the 
boundary between Alberta and Bri- 
dsh Columbian. A short distance be- 
yond this point commences Moose 
Lake, one of the must beautiful spots 
along the entire route. It ts flanked 
with pine clad mountain slopes and its 
clear surface reflects the reddish, grey 
and white peaks with a suggestion of 
untamed naked grandeur. 

It was while passing Yellowhead 
that we encountered in the smoking 
car a fellow traveller named Johnson, 
a contractor on the construction work, 
who told the stery of the Tete Janne 
or the Yellow Head. It was to this 
effect: 

'Twas before the white mar had in- 
yaded the mountain solitudes of the 
northern wilderness there came up 
through the valley alone and afoot a 
solitary traveller to the camp of the 
Cree Indians, He war a big fair man 
with blue eyes ond yellow hair. He 
accested the indians as a brother and 
he was weleccined smeng them ag a 
demigod. He stayed, became a pow- 
erful chief, allying the Siwash tribe to 
the west and holding regal sway In 
his almost inpenetrable kingdom, He 
married the dauchter of a chief and 
amassed a wealth of furs which he 
never sent out of the country as did 
his fellow tribesmen, but stored in a 
cache along the banks of the Fraser, 
Years after his coming he mysterious: 
ly disappeared and no sign or token 
was ever heard of him again. The In- 
dians, both Siwssh and Cree, were 
firm in the conviction that the travel- 
ler had been a spirit in human guise 
and had gone back to. his ethereal 
abode, The spot where he had camp- 
ed was held in veneration and was a 
sanctuary for game and fur-bearing 
animals, no one daring to approach the 
cache or Its vicinity for fear of the 
wrath of the “Yellow Head." The 
French trappers who followed in later 
days had no such scruples, however, 
and reaped a rich harvest of furs, in 
the secluded valley, giving the name 
to the yval'ey and tho pass from the 
Indian legend, if such it was, “The 
Teto Janne.” 

It was nt what js Known as “Milo 
49" that by the persuasion of our new 
acquaintance and the corrovoration of 
the conductor that we alighted at ou 
construction, camp, or rather” what 
now remains of it. on the banks of the 
Fraser, just in time for a dinner fit 
for a prince. 

Good Trout Fishing 


On an old pler fronting a former 
storehouse of supplies, in the after- 
noon we tried the waters of the Fras- 
er. The streum here Is muddy and 
swift, thick with particles of mica 
giving the sands a silvery hue, but ap- 
pears to be stocked with fish. The 
Bull trout, the Rainbow trout, white- 
fish and Sturgeon, I was informed 
were very plentifil and was soon ‘con- 
virced after a couple of hours fishing, 
having landed several good sized trout 
and whitefish, The salmon appear la- 
ter in the season.

INSURANCE COMPANIES

Mobilization Has Been-Com- 
menced Real Rush Expected 
to Start Today, 


Ottawa, Aug. 8.—That parliament, 
when it convenes on August 18, will 
at once consider the question of pro- 
viding for pensions for members of 
the Canadian expeditionary force who 
are in any degree incapacitated, was 
an important announcement made yes- 
terday afternoon. Just what will be 
done is not yet known, but that mem- 
bers of the force and those dependent 
upon them may count upon generous 
treatment is certain. The pay of the 
privates in the ranks will be ong dollar 
per day. The existing act provides 
that in the event of a Canadian sol- 
dier being killed, his wife and family 
will be provided for. 

While it is not expected that the 
Government will go in for the Insur- 
ance of lives of those who serve, it 
is generally anticipated that the in- 
surance companies, wil do as they did 
at the time of the South African war, 
and waive the clauses in their policies 
declaring there those insured must not 
enter upon active military service, 
At the time of the South African 
trouble many wealthy Canadians came 
forward and offered to insurce a cor- 
tain number of soldiers It is expected 
by tho time the men leave many simi- 
lar offers will be received. It {s stated 
that mary British officers who have 
heen unable to get passage home are 
applying for leave to join the Canadian 
forces. 

The mobilization order was sent out 
on Thursday night to all officers com- 
manding, and recruiting was com- 
menced yesterday. The real rush is 
not expected to commence until today,

UKRANIAN PROTEST 
ARDUSES IRE SLAY 
POPULATION HERE 


—— 


Local Russians Are Very Indig- 
nant at Protest Against 
British Intervention 


CLAIM “UKRANIANS” ARE 
DISLOYAL SECTIONISTS 


Local Slavs Hope Russian 
Eagle Will Follow Example 
of the British Lion, 


The Russians and Slav people in 
Edmonton generally are indignant at 
the action of a number of local Ukran- 
jans in calling a meeting and passing 
resolutions protesting «against Great 
Britain taking any part In the Europ- 
ean struggle now in progress. In the 
opinion of the Russian people of Ed- 
monton those calling themselves 
Ukranians jn the present case are 
merely a group of anarchial section- 
ists who refuse to submit themselves 
to any governmental authority and are 
constantly endeavoring to make 
trouble, as in the matier of Ukranian 
teachers in the public schools. 

The Slav people of this country are 
united in thelr support of the British 
and Canadian governments, and hope 
that the Russian Eagle, following Bri- 
tain'’s example, will soon lead his 
people to progress and culture, A 
number of Russians jn this city, having 
expressed their willingness to go to 
the front, have been advised by the 
Russian consul jn Montreal that they 
will be doing a service to their country 
if they join the British army, The con- 
sul points out the difficulty of getting 
back to Russia in the present state of 
affairs, and advises the Russians seek- 
ing enlistment to go to England, 

Three hundred Russians and Slavs 
of this city met on Wednesday evening 
in the Russian Reading club, and 
passed the following resvlution: 

“We consider that the resolution of 
‘Local Ukranians’ (Ruthenians), pub- 
lished on August 8, 1914, in which they 


ask Great Britain and the Dominion of 
Canada not to Interfere in the Austro- 
Russian conflict, is not conscientious 


and wrong. 

“Because the bulk of Ukranians live 
in Russia, have al] the rights of Rus- 
sian citizens, and are one undivided 
people with the Russians; Ukrania is 
& part of Russia, not of Austria, 

“*Local Ukranians’ had no right to 
send their resolution in the name of all 
Slav and non-Slay Canadians, as they 
aid. 

“We would draw the attention of the 
Dominion of Canada to the fact that 
the separatist movement has its be- 
ginning in Austria and Germany, not 
in Russia, and is designed to weaken 
Russia. 

“We beg the civil power of the city 
of Edmonton to take notice of the Ht- 
erature of the newspaper  ‘Noviny,' 
which owing (o w disposition for lying 
and perversion of the facts, offends 
politically all Russians and many 
other Slavs in Edmonton and else- 
where and may make trouble in the 
present critical time, 

“We, all gathered here, believe that 
the Russian two-headed spread Eagle, 
with the assistance of the British Lion, 
will take under his wings all Slay 
peoples and, after bloody justice on 
his enemies, will lead them to culture 
and progress, according to the model 
of the British nation, 

“We are in full accord with every 
action of Great Britain and the Do- 
minion of Canada in the present cri- 
tical time.”
